TPHE object of the Hackeling Tellurian is to provide the student and teacher of Physical Geography or 
*■ Astronomy with a working model which will demonstrate the axial rotations of the Earth and Moon, their 
combined revolution about the Sun, and the important phenomena which result from these motions. 

APPROVED BY NEW YORK CITY BOARD OF SUPERINTENDENTS 
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Patent No. 858,977, Issued July 2, 1907 

THE sun is represented by the large central, gilded sphere about which the earth-moon system can rotate by 
means of the horizontal arm close to the base. The wire which acts as rotation axis of the earth is bent 
to the proper angle from the vertical (23°.5) and is inserted into a slot at the top of the rod supporting the 
earth. The moon can be moved up and down upon, and independently rotated about this rod. The base 
shows the position of the earth corresponding to the different months and seasons of the year. The posi- 
tions of the earth at the time of the vernal and autumnal equinoxes -and the summer and winter solstices 
are also given. The outside ring of numbers gives the angular deviation of any position of the earth from 
the autumnal equinox or the apparent deviation of the sun from the vernal equinox. 

For compactness in transportation and storage, the entire system of globes can be rotated into a horizontal 
position by simply loosening the thumb-nut at the center of the base.
